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POLITICAL (DOMESTIC). 


Tar Almora Akhbdr says that a sarai is much wanted at 
Almora. The site of the old sarai has been taken up for a 
schoolhouse. Some time ago, the Almora Debating Club 
brought the matter before the municipality, who promised to 
consider it, after fixing a halting-place for carts coming in by 
the cart road. The demarcation of the road has now been 
completed, and the municipality should take up the question 
,Of the sarai. - 


The editer also points out that most of the dharmsalas in 
Kumaon are in ruins, and the rest are so dirty as to be scarcely 
fit for the accommodation of travellers, The writer thinks 
the repair and supervision of the buildings should be entrusted 

to the Public Works Department. 


The Akhbdr-i-Alam complains that the police indiscrimi- 
nately send dead bodies for post-mortem examination ; a course 
which, under Section 22 of the Criminal Procedure Code, 
should be taken only where the death is accompanied by cir- 
cumstances of strong suspicion. The indignity to which the 
body is thus subjected wounds both the moral and religious 
: feelings of the relatives of the deceased, 
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The editer quotes as an instance a case which happened 
last April in the Sadr Bazar of Meerut. An old lady, 
mother of the late Munshi Abdul Ghani (a well known 
and respectable Native gentleman of the Meerut Cantonment) 
was killed by falling down from the upper story of her house. 
The cause of death was publicly known, and no shadow of 
suspicion rested on any one ; yet the police, much against 
the willof the relatives of the deceased, caused the corpse to be 
carried to the hospital, where it was cut open. Thus by an 
act which was not authorised by law, the body of a — 

lady was subjected to extreme disgrace. 


The editor hopes Government will institute inquiries into 
the case and call the police to a strict account, in order to 
prevent the like grievance hereafter. 


The Aligarh Institute Gazette concurs in the above 
opinion, and suggests that female doctors should be attached 
to all Government Dispensaries in large cities. The editor 
also mentions another practice by which the religious feelings 


of the people are offended ; this is the shavin g of the beards 
of Muhammadan prisoners. 


The Lawrence Gazette thanks the Postmaster-General, 
North-Western Provinces, for having taken due notice of the 
complaint preferred in a late issue of that paper (quoted o 
page 39 of the Selections for the week ending 7th February 
last), and for having adopted measures, in consultation with 
the editor, for setting up letter-boxes in the principal streets 
of Meerut. The editor suggests another reform of the same 
kind, vzz., the opening of 2 branch post-office i in the centre of 
the city, which will save the people the trouble of going 2 
mile and_a half to the ‘Sadr post-office to post their parcels 
and pamphlets and have th eir letters registered.. 


A correspondent of the'same paper, writing from: Third 
(Panjab), says that the delegates (punchés) of the Sardogis of 
Rohtak, Gohana, ‘Hansi, Hissar, and’ other’ ‘+towhs, ‘who had 
gone to Sangrur to settle-an old dispute about the érection 
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ofa Saraogee Tem ‘le, were robbed of all they had, including 
even their clothes, on their way back to Jhind. , 


The Hindi Prakdsh remarks that, though under the En- 
glish Rule India has made much progress in: civilization, and 
the people enjoy more liberty now than they had under their 
former rulers, there cannot be the least doubt that the wealth 
and prosperity of the country are steadily declining. The 
writer attributes this to the following, among other causes. 
Formerly the wealth of the country was all spent in it; now 
a large portion goes over to England in the shape of pensions | 
of European officers who have completed their term of service 
and have left India for ever. Unless European officers on 
retiring from the public service settle in this country as thelr 
own home, and set up different kinds of trades and manufac- 
tures here, as they have done in America, tndis will contin- 


ually grow poorer and poorer. 


A correspondent of the same paper, in relating his travels 
in the Amritsar District, draws attention to the following 


grievances :-~ — 


(a.) The Sarai at Ajndéla is in a very filthy condition, and 
the lessee of it levies illegal dues from travellers. 
(6). The road from Rajsdnsi to Amritsar is infested by 
robbers. 

(c). The lanes of Amritsar city in which Kashmiris live — 
are very dirty. : . ae : 

A correspondent of the Khair-Khwdh-i-Alam commends 
the case of the servants ‘of the Postal Department to the 
favourable consideration of Government. These poor men 
have to drudge all day long, not excepting even Sunday, 
much less other Holidays, and they cannot get any good from 
the Leave Rules ; yet their.pay is miserably small. The peons, 
for instance, get only Rs. 6 or 7 a month, and even this-petty 
allowance has-in some places, as in Sitfpur, been, cut down. 
The nataral.consequence of this state of things is, that the 
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inién are tempted to betray their trust; and hence the complaiints 
which are so common among the public. 


3. The Nur-ul-Anwér, in its local news columns, mentions 
the following crimes which have lately been committed i in the 
‘Cawnpore district :— 


(a). Sonie passengers who were travelling towards Calpi 
in a camel dak-garri, under the escort of three police consta- 


bles, were attacked by robbers near Mouza Bhawanti, and 
the constables were wounded. 


(b, ) A carriage full of Hindoo women, returning to Mouza 
Manda from the fair held in honour of the goddess called 
Bindle Matd, was plundered by bad characters. 


(c.) A man was killed by some one in Mouza Dewha 
in Pergunnah Bilhaur. | 


The Kdrndmdh in its local news columns, writes that the 
City Magistrate of Lucknow orders the demolition of all 
chabutras and steps in front of shops which he happens to 
come across in his visits to the city. This may be very well 
for widening the roads, but causes much inconvenience and 
loss to the owners of the shops and houses thus treated, 
especially where the buildings are already narrow and con- 
fined, or lie high above the streets, like the mosque near 
the Farangi Mahal Bridge, the steps up to which have been 


pulled down, to the great inconvenience of those who assem- 
ble there for prayer every Friday. 


The editor hopes the City Magistrate will see to this. 


The Khair Kwéh-t-Panjdbd has been informed that Lieute- 
hant-Colonel Jenkins, Deputy Commissioner of Sialkot, has built 
a new room in addition to the visitors’ roomi opposite his Court, 
dnd has posted Hindu and Mahomedan servants there to wait 
on natives of all ranks who wish to see him; and. to provide 
then with refreshments till they aré admitted to an interviews 

He has also made arrangements by which visitors are spared 
the inconvenience of waiting upon the pleasure of chuprassies 
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to have their arrival reported. The writer congratulates the 
‘Panjab Government on possessing.so good an officer whom 
he — a fit _— for his brother officers to imitate. 


on the 8th J une a judgment-debtor who had submitted an 
application for his release, was conveyed from the jail to the 
Munsif’s court handcuffed. The writer remarks that, as it is 


against the law to handcuff a judgment-debtor, the jailor 
should be called to account. 


A correspondent, of the Agra Akhbar, agrees with a writer 
in a recent issue of that paper in acknowledging the necessity 
of defining or amending Section 189 of Act XVIII. of 1873. 
The writer sees no reason why revenue suits should be appeal- 
able only when the question is of the ownership of land not 
less than Rs. 100: A small sum is of great importance to a 
poor villager, and it is therefore wrong to refuse the privil- 
ege of appeal in petty suits. The writer thinks that the sec- 
tion in question should be amended, and the provisions of 
Act XXIIT; of 1861, should be restored which made the Civil 
Court the Court of Appeal for all suits involving in any way 
the question of proprietary right, such as suits for disposses- 
sion on aecount of arrears of revenue, irrespective of any 
limit as to value. | 


The same paper repeats complaints of thé mismanagement 
of the Postal Department. Every six months some fifty 
pamphlets or more despatched from the editor’s office are lost 
in transit, and quite recently two important letters addressed 
to him never reached him, one was from the Nawab of Loharu, 
and contained a Hundi; the other was from the saciid 
Collector of Aligarh. 


~The Saniay Vinod, in its local news columns, censures the 
tonduct of a European officer at Naini Tal who, with his 
lady, freely rode into the midst of thé assembly recently held 
there on thé occasion of the marriage of Saha Jeeva Ram’s 
son, in which dancirig and singing were going on, and would 
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have ridden over a boy, but for the timely assistance of » per- 
son inthe crowd: The gentleman and lady seemed to think 
this a very good joke and laughed heartily. 


The Panjabt Akhbér complains that in the Panjéb Native 
servants of the Postal Department not even get a Post- 
mastership, while in the North-Western Provinces natives hold 
high appointments up to an Inspectorship, the duties of which 
they discharge very ably and honestly. The writer considers 
this an unfair policy, and hopes the attention of the, Panjab 
Government will be invited to it. 


A correspondent of the same paper says that a theft ot 
Rs. 3,000 in cash, and of jewels to the same amount, has re- 
cently been committed in the house of Maulvi Nasir-ud-din, 
Aservant of the Maulvi has been arrested on suspicion. 


Another correspondent of the same paper points out the 
need of repairing the road leading from Gujranwala to Pusrur 
and Dinanagar which is said to bein a disgraceful state, 


The Koh-i Nur again takes up the question of the site of 
the new Court-houses which are to be built at Amritsar and 
for which Rs. 1,20,000 have been granted by Government. 
Last year, when the project was first broached, the editor sug- 
gested various reasons why the Court-houses should be built 
near the city, and the attention of the authorities having been 
thus attracted it was proposed to purchase the grand 
hotel near the railway station for Rs. 35,000, and to erect 
other buildings in its compound at a cost of Rs. 25,000; 
an inexpensive plan, which would have removed the popular 
complaint that the court-houses lie at a distance from the 
city. Unfortunately, however, it has been discovered that 
the foundations of the hotel building are not sufficiently deep; 
and the public mind is again in anxiety. The editor: has 
strong hopes that the wishes of the people will be fully con- 
sulted, and that some other site near the city will be chosen. © 


The same paper wonders why Regimental Munshis and 
Mir Munshis should not have the some ri ight to a pensi on as 
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is enjoyed by every one else who serves in the army. These 
poor men share the troubles and dangers of the field, and re- 
ceive their pay from Government, like other military officers, 
and are constantly on the march ; itis therefore only juak and 
proper that their claim to a pension be recognized, — 


A correspondent of the same paper, writing from Peshé- 
war, notices. the dangerous practice common in that city of 
firing off muskets and carbines in marriage processions. 


This reckless custom has recently been the cause of a sad 
accident, by which eight or nine members of a marriage party 
were dreadfully burnt, two of them fatally, and the rest so 
badly that they are not yet out of danger. The writer 
strongly advises: the prohibition of the firing of carbines 
on such occasions, and would also forbid the use of a favourite 
kind of firework, which rises high in the air and then descends 
to the ground in the shape of a fiery ball. 


The correspondent also suggests that cookshops should be 
removed to a distance from the public streets and_bazars. 
These shops send forth a very evil smell. 


In another number the same paper urges Government to 
lay down a rule for granting a life pension or a jaghir to pri- 
vate persons who are maimed or injured in the service of 
the public, as, for instance, in the capture of thieves. Sucha 
rule will promote public spirit, and will encourage the people 
to assist the police in the suppression of crime. | 


The Ashd-ul- AkhBée of the 2nd July has been informed 
that the few houses in-Mohalla N arha, i in Lucknow city, which 
have survived the repeated calamities that have befallen the 
city of late ‘years, are now, on sanitary considerations, to be 
levelled to the ground. The writer deprecates the measure, 
and laments the pitiable state to which Lucknow has been 
reduced by the séries of misfortunes which have tefallen the 
city in ‘anbroken ‘succession. ever since. the. annexation of 

Oudh to the. British: dominions. 
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A letter from a correspondent of the Lauh-i-Mahfiz of 
the 3rd J uly says that a banya named Balwa, aged 20 years, 
who keeps a shop in Mandi Ramnagar, (Naini Tal,) recently 
committed a rape on the daughter of a Brahman widow, a 
girl of 6 or 7 years, who lives with her mother in the shop 
of one Salig Ram (a native of Kashipur), in the same mandi. 
The case was duly reported to the police, and the crime was 
fully proved ; but the offender procured his acquittal through 
the offices of this Sélig Ram, his relative, who is a great 
friend of the peshkér of Ramnagar. The writer adds that 
the peshkar exercises arbitrary sway in Ramnagar. 

The Karndmah of the 6th July commends the Government 
of Oudh for having opened relief works in Baraitch, but thinks 
ita pity that, instead of durable works which would confera 
permanent benefit on the people, only a number of kachha roads 
should have been made which will soon fall to pieces. The 
writer also blames the folly of appointing Engineers, Assistant 
Engineers, Overseers, &c., for the supervision of the works, 
which could have been done quite as well by'talukdars, which 


would have cost less, and would have left a larger sum to be 
spent in relief. 


A correspondent of the Shola-i-Tur of the 7th July notices 
the inconvenience and loss suffered by the inhabitants of 
Ghazipur in their journey from the city to the Zamania 
railway station. Apart from the difficulties experienced in 
crossing the river, the distance between the Nawapura Ghat 
and the station has to be travelled by common people in tkkds, 
for which an exorbitant hire is charged by the owners, and 
by rich men and Europeans in a dik-giri, the hire of which 
is Rs.5. The writer asks Government to regulate the hire, 


&c., of the conveyances, in order to save passengers from 
these unlawful extortions. 


The same complaint is also made by the Ghazipur cor: 
respondent of the Benares Akhbar (9th July). 


The Naj’-ul’-Azim of the same date prefers a general com- 
plaint against the officers in-charge of -Government civil 
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disperisaries, especially native doctors, for gross carelessness in 
the discharge of their duties. ‘All poor and helpless patients 
who have recourse to them. are totally neglected. However 
painful may be their disease, they have to wait at the dispen~ 
sary door for hours before they are admitted. Meanwhile the 
native doctor often goes out to visit his sick wife or mistress. 
The consequence is that a large number of patients return 
home disappointed, while the few who have patience enough 
to stay till the doctor’s return receive indifferent treatment. 
The doctor pays no attention to the particulars mentioned by 
the patients, nor cares to ascertain the nature of their diseases, 
but prescribes for each off-hand. It is all the same to him 
whether the patient recover or die; his sole concern being 
always to put down favourable remarks against the name of 
every patient entered in the register. It is through such con- 
duct on the part of doctors that, notwithstanding the superior 
virtues and the efficacy of English medicines, patients derive 
little benefit from the Government Dispensaries. 


The attention of Government is invited to this stato of 

The Benares Akhbdr of the 9th July, in its local news 
columns, draws attention to the mischievous consequences of 
allowing bulls and cows to rove at large in the streets of the 
city, and thinks that strict orders should be issued to the 
police to capture and send all such animals to the cattle- 


pound. 


Attention is also invited to the adulteration of articles of 
food, which has become a common practice among the con- 
fectioners and Banyas of Benares. 


A correspondent of the Oudh Akhbdr of the 10th July 
complains of the complete want of civilization among the 
people of Tirhit. They are too fond of toddy, which their 
country produces in great abundance, and when under its. 


influence use shocking language and porns other unseemly 
acts, 
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he Akhbdr-i-Anjuman-i-Panjdb of the same date dwells 
‘on the heavy and multifarious duties and responsibilities eon» 
nected with the office of Government Advocate. Not only 
has he to prosecute or defend all cases to which Government 
isa party, but his advice is sought by officers of all depart- 
ments in delicate legal matters, and he has to draw up long 
memoranda and drafts for the information of Government 
and the guidance of its subordinate officers ; to exercise super- 
vision over the Translation Department; to go from city to 
city as his services are required, and to perform numerous 
_ other responsible duties. With all this excess and multipli- 
city of work, the pay of this officer in the Panjab is only 
Rs. 1,000 a month, although his brother officials at. Calcutta, 


Madras, and Bombay draw Rs. 8,500 a month. Moreover, 
his office staff is too small . 


The editor strongly recommends that the pay of the Go- 
vernment Advocate, Panjab, be increased, and that his pre- 
sent staff be strengthened by adding a permanent competent 
assistant, and that the clerk now attached to the office be 


raised to a position similar to that of the Clerk of the- Court 
in the Small Cause Court. 


The Koh-i-Nir of the 11th July, praises the Municipal 
Committee of Lahore for having taken due notice of the sug- 
gestions which have appeared in it from time to time, and 
for having adopted measures for introducing important im- 


provements and reforms in the city, and commends the fol- 
lowing further proposals to favourable notice :— 


(a). The conservancy carts now in use are too big and 


clumsy. Sweepings of houses should be promptly removed 
by sweepers and cast into the carts. 


(c). No house should be allowed to be more than two or 
three storeys high. 
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(d). Cowherds, butchers, and men of the like trades, 


should have separate quarters assigned for their residence ab 
a distance from the city, 
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Fhe Panjdti Akhbar of the same datesays that the prac~ 
tice of giving a contract of octroi which had been: in vogue- 
in Lahore for the last five or six years, has been abolished, : 
and the Municipality has taken the collection of the tax cate. 
~ its own hands since the beginning of the current official year. 


- The editor welcomes this measure, which will save the people 


from the illegal extortions of the contractors and will prove: 
advantageous in. other ways; but regrets to observe that un- 
der the new system, through misapprehension of the meaning. 
of Circular No. 5 of 1868, an octroi tax has begun to be levied 
on certain articles which were before exempt from it. This has. 
given the people much cause for complaint, and has lessened. 
the popularity of the new arrangements. The circular provides 
that, with the exception of cloth and metals, all commodities 
- imported into the country by sea shall be exempt from octroi. 
By a mistake, canvas, sackcloth, thread, and the like things. 
have been included among cloth, and lucifer-matches, tattie- 


grass, &c., among metals, and have been charged with octroi 
scnsddinaky. 


The writer thinks this extremely improper; and suggests: 
that Government should set things to rights by defining the 
meaning of the Circular in question. 


Attention: is also invited to the ‘injurious practice of detain~ 
ing goods for a long time under examination. There should 


be a fixed time beyond which no goods should be detained 
at any Changt station. 


The Kavi Vachan Sudhd of the 13th July, in its local news 
columns, mentions the sinking of a boat at the Shivaéla Ghat 
(Benares). Some ten or eleven persons are said to have been 
drowned. As before, the editor remarks that ferry contractors 
©vercrowd the boats for the sake of profit, and hence follow 


such accidents as this. It is-a pity that Government does not 
interfere, oe Be 


The Shola-i- Tér of the 14th July, notes the desirability: of 
prescribing a maximum load for caris, with rogard to the: 
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number of draught oxen, and of posting a chaukfdér at a suit- 
able place in the city (Cawnpore) to see that the rule is duly 
observed, and for stopping any cart that is drawn by thin and 
sickly beasts. we ae ae 

The Nér-ul-Absér of the 15th July, joins the Oudh-Akhbdr 
in deploring the heavy expense incurred in the prosecution of 
Indian appeals in England, which prevents most Indian gentle- 
men from resorting to the Privy. Council for justice. The 
editor remarks that if Native attorneys were admitted into 
Parliament, not only would Hindustanis be able to lay their 
appeals before the Privy Council at a small expense, but a 


system of friendly intercourse would be established between 
England and India. 


The same paper publishes from the Ab-i-Hayat-i-Hind the 
following pathetic account of the notorious known dacoity 
which was recently committed in the Agra District . A banya 
marriage party on its way back from the other side of the 
Chambal to Mauza Parna in Pargana Bah was met by a 
gang of dacoits at a distance of four coss from Bah. The 
dacoits began by telling the leader of the fparty that he owed 
them some money. The man said he never had had any 
dealings with them, to which the robbers replied that he 
ought to know that they had been following him for the last 
three days, and straightway one of the dacoits made a cut at 
him with a sword, and slightly wounded him on the head. 
Seeing this, all the guests made their escape, leaving the 
bride and the bridegcoom, and the father and brother of 
the latter alone on the spot. The bridegroom’s father, who 
was the man that had been wounded ; entreated the dacoits 
to take all the property he and his people possessed, and to 
spare their lives. The robbers consented to this,’ stripped 
the bride and the bridegroom of all their ornaments and 
took all their other property.. Meanwhile, the bridegroom’s 
brother told the robbers that he knew them very well, and 
would surely have them brought to justice. Upon this one 
of the robbers cut him down, and the whole party then 
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. peat ted with the spoils. The spot where this -happened: was 
. situated very near the Bah, Hath Kath and Pachira police 
- stations, but no policeman came, and it was not till next 

morning that the thanadar and other police officials came to 
- the spot and despatched the bridegroom’s brother in a dying 
condition to the Magistrate of Agra. 


POLITICAL (FOREIGN) 


The Mayo Memorial Gazette by Nawab Mahomed Omar 
Ali Khan of Basodah has an article on the Chiefs and 
Princes of Native States. 


The writer deplores the condition of some of these men, 
who waste their lives in debauchery and neglect of their duties 
towards their subjects; and counsels them to cultivate literary 
habits and to attend to the administration of their territories. 


The writer suggests as the best remedy the creation of 
an administrative council, composed of able and accomplished 
personages in every Native State. 


The Hindé Prakdésh notices the following particulars in 
its correspondence columns :-— 


PATIALA. —The Maharaja has opened a dispensary in 
each tahsil and town in his dominions and has placed them 
in charge of able and skilful doctors, who have been invited 
from Lahore and other cities of the Panjab. In these dispen- 
saries, every care is taken of sick persons, and poor patients 
are supplied with food and clothing at the cost of the State. 
Besides these dispensaries, there is a grand Sadr dispensary in 
the city, and a European Doctor has been appointed as Sani- 


tary Commissioner and Superintendent _ of the State Dispen- 
saries, 


J AIPuR.—The want of cleanliness is much felt in the city. 
Baropa.—The Maharaja has established three schools in 
his State, in which the Vedas and Sh4stras are taught. 


The Dholpur correspondent of the Akhydr-ul-Akhbér says, 
that in English territory’ near Pargana Rajkhera on the 
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Dholpur frontier a marriage party of wealthy mahajans felt 
among thieves on their way back to Dholpur. The bride was 
stripped of all her ornaments, to the last ring, and all other 
kinds of property were also carrted away. 


The writer adds that mismanagement and disaffection 
still prevail in the State. The money borrowed from the 
Bank is being wasted in the erection of a splendid house for 
the Agent, and on other expensive buildings and roads, 
which the well wishers of the State are very sorry to see. 


In another number of the same paper the correspondent 
notices the following particulars of the management of the 
State :— : 


(a.) An inspection is going on of alljthe household 
property of Dulhia Sahiba, including even the personal 
ornaments of the Rani and her maid-servants. « ‘This is 
extremely oppressive. And a similar review has been 
ordered of the jewels of Rani Panwar Sahiba, for whose 
maintenance no provision has hitherto been made ; and of 
those of Gujra Begam, who is passing her days in her 
- jaghir village. 


3 b.) Gardeners are forced to take a lease of the royal 
orchards on terms dictated by authority, on pain of prohibi- 
tion from selling their fruits and vegetables in the bazars. 


(c.) Carts and labourers are forced into service to fetch 


materials for and work at the Agent’s house, and are paid 
very insufficient wages, | 


A Lahore correspondent of the Koh-i-Ndr finds fault 
with the guardians of the young Nawab of Bhawalpur 
(Panjab) for taking no care to -improve his manners and 
habits. During the three months the prince was away from 
his capital on a trip to Lahore and other cities of the Pan- 
jab he did not read a single lesson of any language, and 
could at any time be seen shooting with a pellet-bow, 
or indulging in puerile: and ludicrous sports with his 
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ettendants, while the carpet of the room in which he put up at 
Lahore was found full of crusts and parings of melons and - 
other fruits. When he is asked any thing, he gives no answer.- 


The Malwa Akhbdr of the 10th July, in its local news 
columns, says that the Maharaja of Indaur has been pleased 
to remit Rs. 17,000 out of the revenue due from Alampur, 
the people of which place have lost many of their cattle by 
disease. Similar indulgences have been granted to other 
parganas which have suffered from any unavoidable calamity. 
The editor asks whether the English Government would have 
done as much. 


(COMMERCIAL=RAILWAYS.) 

The Benares Akhbér of the 9th July, in an article commu- 
nicated by a correspondent from Ghazipur, repeats the com- 
plaint made by the Akhbdr-1-Alam long ago of the bad plan 
on which the privies at the Hast Indian Railway stations are 
built. They are so constructed that a person going into any 


one of them cannot help seeing all the men in the other pfi- 
vies within the enclosure. 


There should be separate privies for men and women at 
railway stations; this was noticed in the letter of a Deccan 
traveller published in a recent issue of this paper. The pre- 


sent privies are scandalous, and a disgrace to the East Indian 
Railway Company. — 


Attention is also invited to the . practice of forcing an 
indefinite number of passengers into the carriages, which has 
been so often noticed before. ‘This is specially the case at 
the Mughal Sarai station. 


The Kavi Vachan Sudhd, of the 13th July regrets to find 
that, notwithstanding the late official declaration that Go- 
vernment is adopting measures for removing the grievances 
of Native passengers by rail no signs of a reform should yet 
be visible. The editor here particularly speaks of the disorder

suffered by the passengers travelling in fourth-class carriages 
on that line. These are so built as to expose passengers 
to all the inclemencies of the weather, and are without any 
seats to siton. An indefinite number of passengers of all 
ranks and sexes are penned into these carriages like sheep in a 
fold. The sight is truly painful. A woman is sitting in an 
overcrowded carriage suckling her child ; a stout fellow forces 
his way in and finding no room sits on the baby, causing it to 


cry loudly by pressure. What can be more horrible and shock- 
ing than this ? 


The writer wonders that the railway company should take 
no steps for removing this crying grievance.
